REPORT OF COMMISSIONER MORGAN. 


What Is Being Bone Toward Breaking Up 
the Tribal System. 

Wasaiinetor, D. C., Oct. 27.—Commissioner 
Morgan of the Indian Bureau, in his annual 
report to the Secretary of the Interior, says of 
the Indian question generally that there has 
been for ten years or more real progress in 
the right direction, and the outlook for the 
future is | It has become, says 
the Commissioner, settled policy of the 
Government to break up reservations, destroy 
tribal relations, settle Indians upon their own 
homesteads, incorporate them into National 
life, and deal with them not as nations, or 
tribes, or bands, but as individual citizens. 
Upon the subject of the improvement of the 
personnel of the service Commissioner 


Morgan says that wherever it could be 


done without too great hardship he 
has endeavored to remove those who were im- 
moral, incompetent, inefficient, or unfaithful. 
No one has been discharged on account of 
politics or religion. Great improvements have 
been made at the Government industrial 
schools. Upon the subject of Indians in the 
public schools the Commissioner says that, be- 
lieving that the public schools are the most 
effective means of Americanizing Our foreign 
population, he is desirous of bringing the In- 
dian school system into relation with that of 


the public schools. Not only so, but wherever 


possible he is placing Indian pupils in the 
public schools, , 

The Commissioner favors compulsory 
cation and upon this subject says: 

I am in favor of compelling every Indian child 


of suitable age and health, for whom accommoda- 
tions are provided, to attend school ten months 
out of twelve. A general law, however, could not 
now be applied, for the simple reason that school 
accommodations are provided for less than half 
the children of school age. | 


UTES GIVING TROUBLE, 


The Governor of Colorado Asks the Presi- 
dent te Protect Settlers, 

Denver, Colo., Oct. 27.—[Special. }—-Gov. 
Cooper tonight received urgent appeals by 
wire from Glenwood Springs, asking that he 
take some steps to have the Utes driven out of 
Colorado to théir reservation in Utah. He at 
once dispatched the following telegram to 
Washington: 

To the President, Executive Mansion, Washing- 
ton, D. C.: Reliable advices are being received by 
me that Ute Indians from Uintah and Uncom- 
pahgre Agencies are off their reservations in 
large numbers and committing depredations in 
the western part of Routt County, this State. 
Aside from damage to private property in- 
terests and slaughter of game, their presence is a 
constant menace to our people and serious conse- 
quence; are to be feared from the present temper 
of the settlers. The case is an urgent one, and I 
earnestly request immediate action for the pro- 
tection of citizens and the prompt return of the 
Indians to their reservation. 

The men who have wired to the Governor 
are heavy cattle-owners. They rode forty or 
fifty miles to Meeker to reach a post-office. 
The territory invaded by the Indians is in 
the western part of Routt County and 
as isolated as any in the country. 
Reports of trouble were received ten days ago, 
but it was not thought it amounted to more 
than the ordinary annual kick of the settlers 
near the reservations. It is said more Indians 
are off than at any time since Colorow’s raids.

“T went to school in Leavenworth with 
George Hathaway, said Jacob Schaefer, the 
billiardist, yesterday afternoon, “‘ and I was 
astonished when I heard of his shooting ex- 
Ald. Whelan. I have known him fully twenty- 
five years, and he is of anything but a quar- 
relsome disposition. Why, I taught Hathaway 
how to play billiards. We were both boys, 
and I’ve seen his father kick him out of the 
billiard room forty times. His father, who 
was bookkeeper for a wholesale house in 
Leavenworth, was a great pin-pool gambler, 
but he didn’t wish to have George get to play- 
ing the game. Young Hathaway quit feat. 
enworth about seventeen years ago and started 
in as agambler. He wasa‘ short-card ’ player 
and dealt faro all through the West. His head- 
quarters were principally at Denver, although 
he worked m other towns in Colorado 
New Mexico, Texas, and Minnesota. Like all 


' other gamblers he played all his money 


against the game, trying to win a couple of 
thousand and starta bank of his own. He 
never got so far along though. He always 
made a good salary, but never any big win- 


ning.

Book Printers Preparing to Demand Higher 
Wages. 

The printers employed on book work in the job 
offices are once more agitating the question of an 
advance in wages. Three years ago the printers 
in the job offices demanded an advance for all 
classes of work, a strike followed, and they were 
defeated. The present movement embraces only 
the men on book work. The regular men on job 
work are paid by the week, but book work is piece 
work, for which there is no uniform rate. The 
men get from 35 to 42 cents per thousand.

GEN. PALMER ON THE “FORCE” BILL. 

Last week Speaker Reed spoke in this city 
in defense of the National ion bill, which 
the Democrats call the “‘fonce”’ bill because 
it does not provide for ‘employment of 
force. He also justified his own course and 
that of the Republicans in preventing a Dem- 
ocratic minority from running the House by 
the simple expedient of sitting still and re- 
fusing to answer at roll-call. Last night 
Gen. Palmer, who has reached this city after 
his long pilgrimage up and down the State, 
essayed to reply to Mr. Reed on these two 
points, but made a deplorable failure of it. 

For while he prated about force and 
“hayonets’’ and the “control of an election 
by a corrupt gang of 100 men be ignored the 
merits of the question altogether. The pro- 
posed law starts from the assumption that the 
majority of the voters of a Congressional dis- 
trict have a right to elect the man they prefer, 
and that if that right has been taken from 
them by any means it is the duty of the Gov- 
ernment to restore it to them, so they may be 
on an equality with voters in all other dis- 
tricts. Itis assumed further by the friends 
of the law that the majority of the citizens of 
any State have the right to elect to govern 
them the men of their choice, and that to 
deprive them of that right and give it toa 
minority is to subvert the very basis of the 
American political system. 

The National Election bill is framed for the 
defense of majorities in Congressional dis- 
tricts which have been deprived of their 
rights by bulldozing minorities. Itis but an 
extension of the Supervisors’ law, passed twen- 
ty years ago, which has worked well in the 
Forth, and the aid of which has just been in- 
“voked by one faction of the.South Carolina 
Democrats. Had there been any suspicion 
when it was passed that a state of affairs would 
grow up under which the Republican majori- 
ties in twenty-seven districts in the Gulf 
States would be trampled under the feet of 
the Democratic minorities the present law 
would have been made broader in its scope 
than itis. The amendatory measure, in the 
shape in which it now stands, has nothing 


which should wound the susceptibilities of any 


Democrat if he be an honest one. It pro- 
vides merely for an honest vote and an honest 
count, and the certifying of the result to the 
House of Representatives. 

If the bill were what the Democratic stump- 
ers assert so untruthfully it is—one to enable 
minorities to govern majorities—their opposi- 
tion to it would slacken, for they believe in 
and have acted on the doctrine of the right of 
minorities to rule. They elected Cleveland in 
1884 in that way. If the Democrats saw any 
chance that this bill would enable them to 
gain some Illinois Congressional distncts to 
which they were not entitled they, and Gen. 
Palmer at their head, would be for the meas- 
ure. If Gen. Palmer could see any way by 
which he could be elected Senator under and 
by means of 1t he would be for it warmly. It 
is the thorough honesty of the bill, the fact 
that it is to protect the rights of majorities, 
that repels him and his party. They have 
„no use for such legislation. 

On all principles of justice and the right of 
the majority to rule the bill is to be com- 
mended. Whether it will in practice accom. 
plish its righteous purpose is a doubtful ques- 
thon so long as the colored race in the Cotton 
States have inadequate white backing. Ex- 
perience has proved that the black race can- 
not stand alone against the whites. No mat- 
ter how great its numerical majority, it counts 
for nothing against a united white minority, 
no matter how small. Still the bill should 
pass as a protest against injustice, even if it 
serves no other purpose. 

Whether the bill passes or not twenty-seven 
Southern Republican districts will continue to 
be represented by men who are not the choice 
of the majority of the voters. Therefore, in- 
stead of wasting his breath over the bill Gen. 
Palmer should say whether he believes it right 
that such a state of things should exist, and 
whether he is in favor of its continuance. On 
what principle does he defend it, if he believes 

it defensible? How can he justify elections 
which are carried by intimidation and fraud, 
and, where these are not sufficient, by murder? 
Is he prepared to say that ballot-box stuffing, 
the counting of Republican votes for Demo- 
cratic candidates, and the use of the shotgun 
justifiable political methods? 

It is not likely that he will defend them—he 
has not the brass for that—but he will approve 
of them in his heart, as being the only expe- 
dients by which the Democratic principle of 
the right of the minority to govern can be en- 
forced in certain’ localities. It is because of 
his belief in this same principle that Gen. 
Palmer approves of the course of the Demo-

THE WHELAN MURDER. 

e ex-Ald. Whelan meri insta 
of intoxication at 3:30 a. m. by gam 
Hathaway is another crime of a class which 
is becoming unpleasantly frequent and famil- 
iar in this city. Both the murderer and his 
victim represent a phase of evil life which al- 
ways exists in large cities but keeps itself in 
the shade where the Municipal Administration 
has any elements of virtue or respectability. 
In Chicago it has flourished openly during the 
Cregier Administration because the two classes 
represented by the principals in this affray, 
the saloonkeeping politician and the gambler, 
have not only been tolerated but recognized 
and encouraged for the sake of their influence. 
That there have not been more murders of the 
Connorton and Hathaway kind may be due to 
the poor, marksmanship of those concerned 
or to the lack of opportunity or provoking 
cause. It certainly is not due to the enforce- 
ment of law or dread of its violation. The 
lawless element has made its-unholy compacts 


with the Administration and is not exposed to 


danger from police interference. Hence there 


is no reason why it should not gratify its pro- 


vensity for killing whenever it is so disposed. 

The causes which led to the killing of the 
ex-Alderman are somewhat obscure, but it is 
likely there had been some previous quarrel 
between the two bad men. This is a matter 
of little importance, however. Both were in- 
toxicated, and met at one of the Administra- 
tion all-night saloons, kept by a prominent 
member of the Gamblers’ Trust, and open in 
violation of municipal law. Under such cir- 
cumstances the slightest cause of quarrel was 
sufficient to produce the bloody result which 
followed. The murderer easily might have 
escaped, as the employés of the saloon did 
not deem it necessary to notify the police of 
the killing, but he made no effort to do so, 
and was not arrested until several hours after 
the occurrence. Evidently he was of opinion 
that as his class runs the city no special 
danger was to be anticipated for removing 
Whelan. 

Such were the general surroundings of 
this tragedy. It was the murder of a prom- 
inent ex-Alderman who, accompanied by a 
city official, was drinking in an all-night 
saloon tolerated by the Administration and 
run by a member of the “‘ Gamblers’ Trust, 
with which ‘that Administration is in league. 
The murderer himself is another member of 
the trust, who has not had sufficient. influence 
to get a city office, however. Is it not about 
time that the decent people of Chicago united 
in a resolute effort to smash this combination 
of municipal politics and crime and to wipe 
out the disgrace whichit has fastened upon 
Chicago’s good name? How many more acts 
of outbreaking lawlessness must be committed 
to arouse good citizens to a sense of shame 


and to the determination that they will stamp 


out the Tammany of politics and crime which 
has grown up since Cregier stepped into the 
Mayoralty? ‘ 


A SCAPEGOAT BILL. 

An Iowa Democratic paper says that owing 
to the McKinley bill the Chicago lumbermen 
have been forced to raise the price of lumber 
a dollar a thousand. Give a dog a bad name 
and everybody will chuck a stone at him.“ 
On the same principle the McKinley bill is 
held responsible for every advance in prices— 
even fora demand onthe part of a servant- 
girl for higher wages. It is a scapegoat which 
is made to bear the burden of the sins of a 
number of other offenders. 

Every well-regulated establishment should 
have a copy of the old and of the new tariff 
law. Had the Iowa paper been-furnished with 
this interesting literature it would have seen 
that the duty on lumber is not increased but 
lowered: The importation of logs had been 
free, but there was a duty of two dollars a 
thousand on lumber... When logs were 
free-listed the Canadian Government stuck 
an export duty of a dollar a thousand 
on them. The new tariff provides that if that 
export duty is taken off the two-dollar duty on 
lumber shall be eut down to a dollar. The Do- 
minion Government has remitted the export 
tax and logs are coming in by hundreds of car- 
loads and the United States lets in Canadian 
lumber for half what it did. This is a little 
instance of an approach toward reciprocity 
and of what it will do. 

But in spite of all this the Chicago dealers 
have advanced the price of lumber on the plea 
that it is Petting scarcer and the sources of 
supply are getting farther and farther away. 
The consumption of trees is going on more 
rapidly than their production, and till there is 
some attention paid to tree culture and some 
economy in the use of lumber the latter will 
be getting more and more expensive. With 
or without the McKinley: bill the Chicago 
dealers would have had to put up prices at the 
commencement of winter and with the strong 
demand for lumber. And yet this wise Iowa 
editor tells his readers that their frame houses 
and barns will cost them more because of that 
bill. It is a dreadful thing to be a scapegoat. 


MORE HOTELS. 

It was said some six months ago by a few en- 
vious editors at the East that the hotel accom- 
modations of Chicago would not be sufficient 
to comfortably house a respectabie attendance 
on the Columbian Exhibition. The facts re- 
ported in the real-estate column of Tun Tan- 
une last Sunday may well be accepted as a 
valid reply. The plans are drawn, estimates 
made, and ground secured for the erection of 
additional hotel accommodation in this city to 
cost about twelve and a half millions. This 
has all been resolved upon within the last few 
weeks—in other words, since it was not only 
known that the Fair would be held here but 
its exact location decided on. It was only 
natural that he projectors of the new 
hotels should wait for this, since 
the fact of relative position will 
necessarily have a great deal to 
do with the estimate of prospective profits. 
The buildings will be erected in situations 
where they will not only be convenient for 
visitors but be likely to meet with a paying 
patronage after the Fair has closed. The lat- 
ter consideration is an essential one, as the 
structares will not be mere temporary ones, 
but designed to be attractive as well as useful 
for many years in the future. And these are 
not the only ones to be added to the present 
hotel list. Already there is talk of several 


more, and doubtless before winter has lapsed 


into spring the arrangements will have been 
made and plans matured for others not now 
thought of by the men who will build them. 
There need be no fear in regard to accommo- 
dation for our visitors. Chicago has never yet 
failed to honor all drafts made upon her in this 
and other respects, and she will not be found 
wanting this time. In reality her citizens are 
far more able to provide for the needs of such 
an occasion than at any previous time in our civ- 
io history. Nor is this the only way in which they 
are getting ready to make the place a pleasant 
one for the hundreds of thousands of people 
who will pour in upon us each week to see the 
great exhibit. By the time they begin to ar- 
rive here the Sheridan lake-shore drive will be

Only stolid ignorance or painstaking falsi- 
fication could pack as many untruths into one 
sentence. ‘Ihe markets which Mr. Blaine 
wishes to open to Western farmers are those 
of the tropical regions of the New World. 
The equatorial countries raise none of the 
foodstuffs which form the specialties of Amer- 
ican farmers, and therefore do not. compete 
with the latter. Chili and Argentina supply 
small quantities of wheat and flour to trop- 
ical America, but in the West India Islands, 
Mexico, Central America, and the north- 
ern 90 per cent of South America wheat is not 
grown and pork products are not packed, 

The American manufacturers get free al- 
ready almost everything coming from the 
Latin American States of which they make 
sole use except coarse carpet wool, The rubber, 
hides, hardwoods, dyewoods, etc., they work 
over are admitted free. Of coffee and sugar 
they are merely consumers, just as the farmer 
is. So it is not the manufacturer who is to be 
benefited directly by reciprocity but the 
farmer, who is given new markets and good 
prices for surpluses which he has been dispos- 
ing of at unprofitable rates in Europe. 

While the American tropical countries do 
not and never ¢an compete with American 
farmers, European countries do, and that 
sharply and with crushing success. While the 
English farmer does not raise all the wheat 
England uses he raises a considerable part of 
it and is to that extent a competitor of the 
American agriculturist. Then Europe as a 
whole grows thrice as much wheat as the 
United States. Russia raises far more than 
it consumes, and its surpluses are supplanting 
those of the United States in English markets. 
So does Hungary. Often France produces a 
surplus of breadstuffs, While India is a part 
of Asia geographically it is controlled by. En- 
gland. It is English capital which is enlarg- 
ing the wheat product of India, and with it 
driving American wheat out of European 
markets. 

Thus, there is sharp and growing competi- 
tion between American and European farm- 
ers. The American manufacturer has been 
protected by tariff laws else he would be 
crushed out. But the American farmer is en- 
titled to protection also, It can be given him 
not by the machinery of duties on foreign 
breadstuffs but by opening to him new mar- 
kets—and none can bé so good as those of 
Central and South America, where we will 
meet with next to no competition and will 
meet with an ever-increasing demand.

For that reason he approves of the 
suppression of the Republican majorities in 
twenty-seven Congressional districts in the 
cotton States andthe choice of Democratic 
Congressmen by Democratic minorities. For 
the same reason he approves of the baffled 
attempt of the Democratic minority to boss 
the Republican majority in the House of 
Representatives. : 

Gen. Palmer got his training in ‘that Cal- 
houn State sovereignty school where it was 
taught that the State was superior to the 
Nation—in fact, that there was no Nation, 
only a league of States, and that South Carolina 
should rule the United States and not the 
United States South Carolina. He has never 
been able to free himself from the yoke of 
those fatal- Calhoun doctrines. He believes 
still in the abstract right of a State to secede. 
He still thinks the Montgomery Constitution 
a better one than that made at Philadelphia. 
He stili thinks that the free-trade political 
economy of Calhoun is the only sound doc- 
trine, and therefore he favors throwing open 
the American ports to European cheap-labor 
products. Calhoun favored it, so it seems 
good in Palmer’s eyes. 

It is true he joined the Union army to bring 
back into the Union the dozen or more States 
which had tried to secede from it. But he did 
not think it wrong for them to secede, but 
impolitic. They were all Democratic States, 
and without them the Northern Democracy 
had no show whatever. It struck him and 
many other Democrats as being very shabby 
conduct on their part to desert their Northern 
allies who had done so much and suffered so 
much for them. So Palmer went to war to 
bring back these erring Democratic sisters, 
not into the indissoluble Union, as Webster 
taught, but into a confederation where each 
State would be sovereign. They are back 
now, giving their Electoral votes as usual for 
Democratic Presidential candidates, and 
Palmer is satisfied with the results of the war. 
But he is opposed to what he calls the force 
bill“ because it seeks to enable the majority 
even in a cotton State to elect its representa- 
tion to Congress. The bill does not meddle 
with or apply to any State or local election, 
but Palmer always forgets to tell that fact. 


FREIGHT DISCRIMINATIONS ENDED. 

The decision of the Inter-State Commerce 
Commission in the case of the Chicago Board 
of Trade against the various railroads in the 
Western Freight Association is good news to 
the many produce merchants who have been 
bitterly discriminated against by those lines 
for several years past. In fact, a full state- 


ment of the case was made so long ago that it 


may be forgotten by not a few in the trade. 
The active managers of the lines in question 
undertook to build up a packing business at 
several points on and near the Missouri River 
by making severely discriminative rates 
against Chicago, They adopted the unjust 
policy of chargmg 10 to 15 per cent 
more for the transportation of live hogs 
in rough open cars between those points and 


this city than for equal weights of hog prod- 


uct carried over the same ground in much 


more costly rolling stock. This gave a rela- 
tive advantage of fully five cents per 100 


pounds to the Missouri River packer over and 
above that due to the fact that higher rates 

are.paid here for labor than at most country 
points. This policy was all the more patent- 
ly unfair as it was instituted at a time when 
Eastern lines were discriminating severely 
against Chicago in the other direction. The 
latter charged 
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half as much more for carrying 


a eff 


way in which they could operate at 
loss. If ever a pool was justified by 
cumstances of the case that one was, as 
resorted to only in self-defense ag 
powerful combination working for their ruin. 
Nevertheless, when they appéaled to the 
Inter-State Commission for the redress 
they could not otherwise obtain the 
“pool” fact was the first thing thrown 
in their teeth by the opposftion, and it was 
actually sought to have them “ruled out of 
court” as having put theuiselves outside the 
pale of respect. At. one time it looked as if 
the case would be carried against them, 
mainly on aqcount of the prejudice thus 
avowed, but a due consideration of it has re- 
sulted in a decision ordering the discrimina- 
tion to be brought to a close forthwith. It is 
understood that little trouble will be en- 
countered in obeying the order, as some of 
the railroad officials have long been convinced 
the position was unjust and would have been 
glad to make rates equal if the rest could have 
been prevailed upon to consent to it. 

In justice tothe Chicago packers it should 
be said that the pool referred to was only a 
temporary matter, not now in existence, and 
not likely to be revived since the object for its 
formation exists no longer. It should also be 
understood that the new order of things does 
not give them any advantage, but simply 
places them on an equality in transportation 
matters with others in the business East as 
well as West. The same, rates per unit of 
weight will in future be charged to all alike 
on the hog and its products, Chicago having 
hitherto been the only exception to the rule 
outside of one other point the differentials to 
which were particularly unfair.

The Feet Stil Used for Pressing Wine 
“Chili” Making and Harvesting. | 

Arsuquerquz, N. M., Oct. 20.— Spe 
cial Correspondence.]— To the visitor from 
the States this is the most interesting time 
of the year in New Mexico, and the peculiar 
customs of the people constitute an unfailing 
source of attraction. All the principal crops 
are ripe and are being garnered, but the 
process of irrigation may still be seen in the 
orchards and the late gardens. All the houses 
in the country and nearly all those in the Mex- 
ican villages are now ornamented with 
long strings of red peppers (“chili“) 
arranged in clusters or bunches four or 
five feet long and half as large around 
as a man’s body, hanging from pegs driven 
into the adobe wall, which has just been new. 
ly plastered with a coat of mud and looks as 
neat asa whitewas fence. The store of 
„chili“ laid by for winter is to the Mexican 
family what the pork barrel used to be to the 
American pioneer. It is the staff of life, but 
the various dishes compounded from it are 
so furiously hot that one mouthful is enough 
to set the uneducated throat on fire. e 
gathering and preparing of the red pepper 
and drying it for winter is a part of the 
women’s work, and the thrifty Mexican house- 
wife is just as proud of her big strings of 
chili as New England grandmothers were of 
their wool and flax. 

The grapes are fully ripe, and every vine- 
yard is now a scene of activity. From the 
time the fruit began to ripen, more than a 
month ago, it has been going to market in 
considerable quantities for table use—for the 
mission grape, which is grown almost ex- 
clusively in the Rio Grande Valley, is.said to 
be the finest table grape in the world, and 
finds a ready market wherever it is 
know. Eicept in a few places like 
Albuquerque, where the invasion of Ameri- 
can ideas and machinery has disturbed 
some of the established customs of the 1 mt 
the process of wine-making in the New Mex- 
ican vineyards today is just the same as it was 
in Palestine at the time when Solomon lived 
in all his glory. The pressers take off their 
shoes and stockings—if they wear any—roll 
up their pantaloons, and get into the vat, and 
the man with the biggest feet can make the 
most wine. The Jesuit fa whose wines 
are celebrated, now use presses altogether, as 
do several other large concerns in various parts 
of the Territory, but nearly all the country 
wine is still made in the primitive way. 
process is full of, interest to the visitor, and 
generally does more to make him stop look- 
ing on the wine when it is red than a prohibi- 
tion speech.

The Ways of. the Horrid Spider and Its

During 
the day it moves slowly and clumsily 
in the dazzling light, but when dark- 
ness comes it can move with ease and cer- 
tainty. Credible accounts have appeared stat- 
ing that the tarantula can leap sixteen feet. 
Repeated statements have credited it with 
leaps of three feet or more. In the year 1870, 
or near that date, three men disturbed several 
tarantula nests in San Diego. They were im- 
mediately attacked by the huge spiders, and 
had to run for their lives, taking refuge in the 
waters of the bay. 

It is almost impossible for one who isn’t 
well informed to locate the tarantula’s eyes. 
The first time the writer looked for them the 
result was utter failure and ended in the con- 
viction that the reptile was blind. But it has 
eyes—six almost invisible specks no larger 
than the point of a pin mounted on a-tiny set- 
ws out of the back.

ater number of persons are stung. The 
sight of the great, hairy spider crawling near 
by will cause a cold, creeping sensation down 
the back of almost any one. 

The Mygale poison is of a fearful nature; 
more dreaded than -that of a rattlesnake; and 
unless very slightly scratched’ and heroic 
measures the result is fatal. Many deaths 
are on rocord caused by spiders. 
most prolonged suffering was that of a San 
Diego woman. A tarantula sank its fangs in 
her hand during the night. The flesh was cut 
away with a razor and medical assistance sum- 
moned at once.

Three per cent ore on the same basis would 
give an estimated yearly profit of $299,500. 

The process of reducing the ore is very sim- 
ple. Briefly, it is first run through a crusher 
and broken to about nut size. After going 
through a process of drying and separation it 
is concentrated by gravity methods. The tin 
separated from the waste material is called 
concentrates. These are then ready to be 
smelted either in a reverberatory or cupola 
furnace, from which the molten metal is cast 
into the white tin, or pig, or block of com- 
merce. 

As regards the future of the Black Hills tin 
region there seems to be no reason why i im- 
mense smelting works should not be erected in 
the immediate vicinity, Nature has provided 
bountifully in fuel and necessary elements of 
manufacture. Coal is found in abundance, 
but what is much better the petroleum fields 
of Wyoming are within easy distance. Petro- 
leum can be furnished much cheaper than 
coal and makes a much better fuel for reduc-

Money is not growing easier. Thesupply is no 
larger than it has been all the month and the de- 
mand continues decidedly active, There is little 
in the local situation to warrant hope of easy 
money at present. The weight of opinion among 
bankers is heavily inclined toward the belief that 
the situation will be no easier this year. Stock 
brokers are charging their customers 7 per cent 
and they are making little if any margin doing it. 
There are many call loans that are drawing 7 per 
cent. 

Both sterling and New York exchange were 
weak yesterday. New York exchange hung be- 
tween 60 and 70 cents discount. Sterling quota- 
tions were 480% for sixty-day bills and 485% for 
sight drafts. 

The local stock market is in an unsatisfactory 
situation. The gloom hanging over the New York 
market casts a shadow here. The same financial 
conditions that are factors in causing the 
New York decline apply with equal force 
here. The _ tightness of the money 
market is even more pronounced here than in the 

so far as stock speculation is concerned. 
The market had little in it yesterday that was in- 
teresting. There was little pressure to sell and 
less to buy. North Chicago Street railroad was 
the only active stock, and it was weak. It opened 
at 170 and sold down to 7 with 3 weak closing. 
In the sales of this stock the tightness of the 
money market was filustrated * a buyer 60 
sale 24% poiuts above the previous regular sale. 
The whaknass had no news behind it, There 
were a few sales of West Side stock, it going down 
from an opening at 129 to 128% buyer 30. At 
those prices there was little disposition to sell. 
Belief in the ultimate future of the stock is as 
strong as ever. Holders who have bought the 
stock for investment are not worrying over the 
situation any. There were some sales of Chic 
Gas buyer 30 that were made enough below the 
current New York quotation at the time of the 
trade to indicate that the seller knew there was 
a raid contemplated, Fifty shares of Illinois 
Steel company sold at 95, although quotations in 
Boston n toutched par.
